1850 Federal Census or 1855 State Census for 
William L. Truwit. 
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He was married to a Harriet C. Richardson and they lived in Mobile with their family at 155 St. Louis and 
Conception St. and they are buried in the old Magnolia Cemetery. | do not have access to state census 
records and the 1850 Federal Census for Mobile is not available online thru any of my subscription 
services.He is the brother of my greatgreat grandmother, Mary Truwit Devall. She is the mother of 
Edmond Maclin DeVall. 


Also, my great grandfather was Edmond Maclin DeVall of Jones Co., Ms. and my father tells me that he 
remembers hearing stories that Edmond was a state legislator in Miss. Edmond was a J.P. and Sheriff 
of Jones Co. from 1854 until around 1863. During the time of the "Free State of Jones" and Newt 
Knight. | assume he would have been a state legislator after that. He died in 1902 and is buried in the 
Ellisville Cemetery. He was married to Mary Jane Welborn who was the daughter of Joel E. Welborn 
who was the mayor of Shubuta, Ms. (Clarke Co). Would you have any way of finding out If Edmond 
was a state legislator. He was the father of Buford E. Devall who is mentioned in those newspaper 
articles you are sending me. Edmond is referred to in those excerpts as Hon. E.M. DeVall and | always 
thought that title of Honorable referred to a judge, etc. Sherry, | would greatly appreciate any info you 
could help me with.

Receipt is acknowledged of your letter of October 17th., enclosing 
a copy of adoption on the above named young lady. We are however, return= 
ing the adoption papers as under the laws of Louisiana, in ordr for this 
office to be in a postion to change the original birth certificate which 
is on file in our office it will be necessary that we have the following: 


_A certified copy of the Decree of Adoption certified under the Acts of 2 A 
Congress and a Certificate of Live birth Form 19 A and certificate Form 40. 


The enclosed Certificate of Live Birth must be filled in by black type- 
writer ribbon or black ink showing the adoptive name of the child the date 
and place (tow) of birth ( DO NOT SHOW THE NAME OF THE HOSPITAL IN WHICH 
BIRTH OCCURRED), and information pertaining to the adoptive parents. Items Nos. l0a 
10a, 12 and 16 refer to the adoptive parents and are to be answered as of the 
time of the child's birth and the certificate is to be signed by either of the 
adoptive parents under Item No, 18. Item No. 19 is to show actual date of 
their signature. Items Nos. 18 and 19 must be signed in black ink. Do not 
fill in the bottom of the certificate (Medical and Supplementary Data? 


Form 40 a birth certificate in skelton form must be signed by either 
of the adoptive parents, Please have it signed in BLACK INK on the line 
at the bottom of the certificate which we have marked with X. DO NOT FILL 
IN THE REST OF THE CERTIFICATE, = 


Upon receipt of these papers we are to remove the original birth 
certificate from our files and seal it with the adoption decree in an 
envelope, which remains a part of our confidential files. A new certificate 
is then issued in the child's Adoptive name, — Alldocuments; pertaining to 
an adoption must remainas part of our permanent records, as they are needed 
to establish the correct identity of the child, 


Upon receipt of these documents we shall give this matter our immediate '
